DO YOUR HENS PAY 


A pretty reliable old formula for 
finding out whether or not a flock of 
hens is paying for the feed they eat 
is supplied by F. C. Elford. Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman. It is as simple 
as it is practical: Take the cost of feed 
per hundredweight, divide it by the 
cost of eggs per dozen and multiply 
this quotation by three. This gives you 
the number of eggs per day which a 
flock of 100 hens must lay to pay for 
the of their feed. For example: 
Feed costing $1.20 per cwt., and 
eggs selling at 30 cents per dozen: 
Applying the formula the quotient is 
4; this multiplied by 3 gives the re- 
sult 12—or the number of eggs which 
a flock of 100 hens will have to aver- 
age day to day for feed at that cost 
ratio.

COYOTES ARE MENACING 
RANGE STOCK IN SOUTH 


Coyotes are increasing in all parts 
of the southern range country and the 
Medicine Hat News editorially refers 
to the loss of calves which have been 
pulled down on the Cypress Hills ran- 
mes by these animals. They are known 
to be creat ng havoc among the herds 
of deer in Cypress Hills, 

Ranchers cleim the increase in coy- 
otes is due to the removal of the gov- 
ernment bounty. 

Walter Ressor who was in Medicine 
Hat recently told of one cass where a 
couple of men who were standing at a 
corral observed a deer driving straight 
towards them with a coyote on either 
side endeavoring to pull it down, They 
drew back corral gate and the deer 
dashed into the corral for safety. The 
coyotes fled and the deer on being ex- 
amined was found to be badly torn 
about the shoulders and neck. 

Mr. Ressor states that as the result 
of.a bounty which he offered, person- 
ally, to protect his young cattle, five 
coyotes have already been killed in 
his field. He describes them as larger 
and darker than the ordinary coyote 
and from their methods of hunting, 
strongly suspects the existence of a 
strain of wolf in them. 


NOTES ON FEEDING HOGS 


The Swine Division of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture recommend 
the following points as valuable in hog 


feeding 

Grind all grain. Fine grinding is 
recommended especially for the young 
pigs. 

Soak meal mixture between meals; 
do not use too much water, but feed 


as a relatively thick slop. 

While there are many different 
methods of feeding hogs, the use of a 
good tight trough is safe and reduces 
wastage 

Fresh, clean water 
vided between meals. 

Pigs should be fed three times daily 


should be pro- 


for at least one to twoSweeks after 
weaning: two feeds daily will then be 
sufficient. 


Growing pigs are very fond of and 
can make excellent use of green feed. 

For winter feeding, pigs relish a 
little fibrous matter to chew, and they 
need it regularly. Give the second 
cut of clover or alfalfa, or any well- 
cured grass or cereal crop that has 
been cut green, 

The desirable effects of feeding a 
little mangels daily are too well known 
to need further comment. The im- 
portant thing is to see that all pigs, 
except the very young, get some form 
of vegetable matter regularly. 

Pigs that do not have access to 
earth should have a box of it in their 
pens. This is as cheap as it is de- 
sirable and will be consumed sparing- 
ly but regularly. Laying up a supply 


of sods in the fall provides a good 
mineral supplement for winter fed 
pigs. 


Make your feeding count with a bal- 
anced ration. Where milk in some 
form is not available, feed tankage as 
a protein supplement. 


MARKET DON’T WANT FAT HOGS 


It is particularly difficult in these 
days of lots of feed and low prices to 
get farmers to realize that the market 
does not want a fat hog, at least not 
a hog of the fatted type so popular a 
decade or so ago. The hog that takes 
the premium today is the select bacon 
type, which is, comparatively speak- 
ing, a lean hog weighing 180 to 220 
pounds off cars at stockyards. Such 
hogs have a jowl and shoulder light 
and smooth. a back from neck to tail 
evenly fleshed, a side long dropping 
straight from the back, a belly show- 
ing thickness of fleshing, a flank well 
let down and firm, a ham full, and a 
good genera! finish with no excess fat. 

The best way to understand the type 
of hog that gets the dollar premium is 
to visit a stockyard or abattoir or 
grading station where hog grading is 
being done, and see for yourself the 
type of hog that nets the dollar pre- 
mium for the producer.

Recently the 
railway commission gave a decision 
raising the classification under which 
bulk apples come in freight tariff, 
with the result that it becomes prac- 
tically impossible profitably to ship 
bulk apples into prairie points. A 
Chard, freight rate supervisor for the
